By passing the knife up through the 
roof of the mouth; and giving it one 
turn, thereby piercing the brain, 
Plucking is made much easier. The 
birds may be cleaned of feathers, or 
in some cases the flight wing feath- 
ers ,and the main.tail feathers may 
be left on. Plucking should bé done 
just as soon after killing as possi- 
fble. The head and feet tare left on, 
and the birds left; undrawn.
